At your regularly scheduled meeting to be held on February 25, 

1975 there will be presented for your consideration two amendatory 
ordinances. 

The first request for action on your part is in respect of the 
proposed $3,750,000 general obligation bond issue previously approved by 
the Council and various state and local tax authorities. The amendment 
requested is required to restate the bond issue as a 1975 issue instead of 
as a 1974 issue as originally adopted. Further, we have deferred all 
1975 principal and interest payments to 1976 and later years. This latter 
amendment will serve to better balance the City's cash flow in 1975 and 
will not, in our opinion, affect the ultimate interest cost of the bond 
issue which we propose to market in early April 1975. Fortunately this 
delay has benefited the City because of the recent downward trend of interest 
rates in the United States. 


The second amendatory ordinance is required because the writer, 
your financial advisor, erred by failing to include in the original ordinance 
proposed rates for fire protection service from four inch and larger lines 
and minimum monthly charges for eight inch and ten inch meters. We regret 
the inconvenience caused in this matter by our original oversight. 


In the event the Council has any questions concerning these 
matters, the writer will be available at any time before ultimate passage 
of these ordinances to offer any explanations requested.
